Three-Way Coalition Got Carter Elected

— 
President-elect Jimmy C arter’s 
pollster believes Carter won the 
election by achieving the goal 
of 19th-century populists — a 
coalition of blacks in large 
numbers, blue-collar and lower 
income 
whites, 
and 
middle­ 
class voters. 
Patrick Caddell, the pollster, 
said Thursday the 1976 election 
demonstrated a dram atic shift 
in 
the 
percentage 
of 
the 
nation's total vote to the South 
and away from the Middle 
Atlantic states. 
Carter, meanwhile, his six- 
day vacation off the Georgia 
coast ended, planned to meet 
privately at his home today 


with campaign director Hamil­ 
ton 
Jordan and 
transition 
director Jack Watson Jr 
He 
scheduled no public events. 


Caddell, 26, a veteran of but 
two 
presidential 
campaigns, 
gave reporters his analysis of 
the campaign 
He said his 
organization sampled 400 to 
1,200 voters in every state at 
least once and interviewed a 
total of about 300,000. 


“In the South,” he said, “we 
were able to put together a 
coalition, essentially one envi­ 
sioned by populist leaders in 
the 19th century, taking black 
voters in very large numbers, 
hlue-collar whites, lower in­ 


come whites and voters in the 
middle class, and losing upper 
income votes,” he said. 


Cadell said the New Deal 
coalition essentially held for 
Carter, although in some cases 
the margins were down from 
what they had been in the last 
20 years. 
He said Catholics, for instan­ 
ce, dropped by about 6 per 


cent, especially in large indus­ 
trial cities. 


In other categories, Caddell 
said: 
— In small town rural areas. 
Carter 
got 
crucial 
gains, 
particularly in the Midwest. His 
performance in these parts of 
Ohio, Illinois and Pennsylvania 
“was the best of any Democrat 
of post-World War II.” 


— In the suburbs. Carter and 
Ford "broke about even,” with 
the edge to Ford 


— 
Among 
upper 
income, 
better educated, upper middle­ 
class voters, Carter did better 
than any Democrat since 1964 
Caddell 
noted 
“tremendous 
population movements" here. 


— Among independents, Cart­ 


er held his “fair share,” getting 
46 to 47 per cent. 
— Unemployment, stressed 
by Carter, surpassed inflation, 
stressed by President Ford, as 
a major issue. 


Commenting on Carter’s 33- 
point drop in the polls, Caddell 
said he felt all along that

report prepared for a govern­

A summary of the report was 
made available Thursday by 
the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, the government’s princi­ 
pal drug abuse research and 
treatment agency. 


An agency spokeswoman said 
the so-called heroin mainte­ 
nance recommendation is only 
a minor section of the report of 
the 23-member NIDA Panel on 
Drug Use and Criminal Behavi­ 
or. The panel chairman was 
Robert Shellow of Bethesda. 
Md., who described himself as 
an unemployed social scientist 
A nd Lower Prices 


Shellow said the report was 


prepared for NIDA over a 15- 
month period at a cost of about 
$219,000 
Panelists 
included 
government and private spe 
cialists in such areas as law. 
sociology, statistics, criminal 
behavior and drug use

dorsed distribution of heroin to 
addicts 
through 
"a 
large 
network of government-super­ 
vised heroin maintenance cli­ 
nics” as a way to measure how 
changes in heroin prices affect 
crime.

heroin, 
make 
heroin 
more 
readily and reliably available, 
arid reduce 
the chances of 
stigmatizing users and restrict­ 


ing 
available opportunities,” 
the panel said 
It 
recommends 
examining 
“the variation that will occur 
’naturally’ by introducing some 
planned 
variation 
in 
heroin 
prices 
across cities 
by 
an 
increase or a relaxation of 
narcotic law enforcement in an 
area or an experimental heroin 
maintenance program.” 


Short-range 
reductions 
in 
crime as a result of heroin 
clinics might be small, the 
panel said, but over the long 
run heroin users won’t feel as 
compelled to work so hard at 
criminal careers, and the crime 
rate would be reduced 
The concept of heroin mamie 
nance is being explored by a 
number of other groups as well 
Among them are the National 


League of 
Cities, 
which 
is 
considering a recommendation 
to study feasibility of heroin 
maintenance clinics, and the 
Massachusetts Council of Chur­ 
ches, which proposed heroin 
clinics for confirmed addicts 


The Drug Abuse Council, a 
private drug research group, is 
preparing a series of confer­ 
ences next year on alternatives 
to the current prohibition of 
heroin A San Diego grand jury 
recently proposed distribution 
of heroin to hard-core addicts 
with no hope of rehabilitation

County COP To Try And Annul Results 


KNOX, Ind (UPI) — The Starke County Republican 
organization voted Thursday its financial backing to the 
party’s local candidates in an attem pt to annul results of 
the Nov. 2 general election. 
Thomas Paulson, chairman of the county's GOP 
Central Committee, said its money would be used to hire 
a lawyer to check out the possibility of legal action to 
nullify the results which saw a Democratic sweep.

Settlement was made Thursday when each candidate 
agreed to serve two years of the four-year term, thus 
avoiding a costly special election which the election 
board planned later this year 
Election board chairman Garland Miller announced 
the plan accepted by the candidates in the race — 
incumbent Mettie Ann Leitch and challenger Clyde 
Edwards. 
Edwards said he would allow Mrs Leitch, who served 
as council chairman, to select which half of the term she 
wanted Late Thursday, Mrs. Leitch said she would take 
the first two years in order to help complete the work 
she started on the county budget. 
Wednesday Mrs 
Leitch rejected Edwards’ plan to 
split the term, but she said she reconsidered the 
proposal overnight. 
"R ather than go to the expense of another election, 
which I know the county cannot afford, I would be 
willing to split the term ,” she explained to the election 
board 
Details of the plan will be discussed Friday when the 
election board meets with the candidates and the county 
Democratic and Republican party chairmen. 
The county council also will meet Saturday to 
reorganize. 
Officials estimated Wednesday that a special election 
would cost about $15,000. However, Miller said no 
preparations were undertaken.

This is the first year Rush County has had such a 
drive for MS, and hopefully, it will not be the last. 
Again, $2,000 doesn’t seem like much money, but they 
are having trouble reaching their goal. In fact, with 
only two weeks left in the drive they have not yet 
reached the halfway point money-wise. 
Perhaps the reason is that the drive has not at­ 
tained much exposure from the media, and personal 
contacts by such a sm all group of volunteers is next to 
impossible. For this reason, the local MS drive needs 
your help, in both volunteer action and donations.

No Need to Fear Pain in Death 
I’m 82 and have been blessed 
with good health for most of my 
life. Sure, the infirmities of old 
age are creeping up. I can’t 
hear as well as I did. I can’t see 
as clearly. I can’t walk as fast 
as I used to. Yet I’m endlessly 
grateful for being able to func­ 
tion independently. I'm writing 
to you only to express my fears 
of dying. Mind you, I’m not 
afraid to die, but I worry that I 
will be subjected to pain while 
the process is going on. — Mrs. 
J.L.R., Ore. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
Your gratitude for good 
health seems to pour out of the 
pages of your letter. Nowhere in 
it do you bemoan the inevitable 
handicaps of aging. Rather, you 
emphasize your blessings. With 
such spirit it’s no wonder that 
you 
“function independently” 
and with dignity. 
Your fear is common to many 
people in the older age groups. 
It’s particularly common to 
people about the age of 65 who 
are prematurely separated 
from their life’s work and their 
jobs and are arbitrarily “ put 
out to pasture” long before they 
are 
ready, 
physically 
or 
emotionally. 
Thousands of people, given 
these additional hours of so­ 
called leisure, find that time 
hangs heavy, so it becomes a 
burden rather than a gift. 
I asked one of my patients 
who had been unwillingly 
“retired” what he missed most 
in life today. Without hesitation, 


he said, “I miss my vacations 
more than anything.” 
Does this sound ridiculous 
coming from a man who is on a 
permanent vacation? But think 
about it. In reality, it highlights 
the need for constructive work 
in preparation for the rewards 
of a vacation. A vacation is 
something to look forward to, 
and the real satisfaction is in 
having earned it. 
It highlights, too, the needs of 
the elderly in any age group to 
continue to feel that they are 
integrated into all the activities 
of their families and in society. 
Only in this way can longevity 
really be considered a valuable 
gift. 
For you and thousands of 
other elderly persons, let me 
assure you that there need 
never be any pain associated 
with dying. Physicians, in and 
out of hospitals, have developed 
programs for managing per­ 
sistent pain. These programs 
are designed to reduce to an 
absolute minimum even the 
most intensive discomfort.

Religion In Am erica 
Law And Religion

The American legal system is a secular 
system , purposely designed to be strictly 
neutral in m atters of faith and religion. 
That does not m ean, however, that the law 
is silent on all religious m atters nor that 
there is not a constant interaction between 
the law and religious beliefs. 
The 
most 
common 
area 
w here 
that 
interaction takes place is in the sensitive 
area of church-state relations over such 
issues as aid to parochial schools, the rights 
of religious practices and such issues as how 
the Constitution’s prohibition against the 
establishm ent 
of 
religion 
is 
to 
b e 
interpreted. 
This year is no exception 
The Am erican Jew ish Congress, which 
keeps 
a 
close 
watch 
on 
church-state 
m atters, 
has 
reported 
that 
there 
are 
currently some 47 cases involving church- 
state relations in various stages of litigation 
in state and 
federal 
courts across the 
country. 
A spokesm an for the Congress said the 47 
cases 
“deal 
prim arily 
with 
h o w 
constitutional principles are to be applied 
rather than with the formulation of the 
principles them selves.’’ 
The AJC ’s general counsel, Joseph B 
Kohison said the current cases suggest 
“there appears to be no general move to 
compel reconsideration or reversal of the 
basic decisions of the Supreme Court in 
recent years ...” 
Of the pending cases, 19 involve questions 
of 
governm ent 
assistance 
to 
sectarian 
schools and colleges. 12 involve issues of 
alleged government interference with the 
free exercise of religion, nine deal questions 
of “establishm ent” of religion, including 
abortion questions and seven deal 
with 
religious practices in public schools and 
niversities 
Although the American legal system is 


secular, 
there 
are 
also 
religious 
legal 
system s at work in the United States, and 
one of the most com prehensive — and little 
known — of these is the Jewish system . 
In an effort to rid law students of som e of 
their 
ignorance 
of 
that 
system , 
Rabbi 
Em anuel Hackm an, adjunct professor at 
New York Law School and professor of 
Judaic studies at the City University of New 
York, 
has 
instituted 
a 
unique 
course 
designed to give students the approach of 
Jew ish law in all areas they study, including 
fam ily law. torts, constitutional law and the 
law of contracts. 
“ In part it is historical and cultural," 
H ackm an said 
“To show students how 
another legal system operates. But it is also 
practical. There are problem s with religious 
m atters as well as secular and Jew ish law 
could be im portant for law yers dealing with 
Jew ish institutions, Jew ish divorce cases, 
contracts between Jew s or disputes between 
congregations.” 
“A m erican law is secularist,” he said, 
“ while Jew ish law is God-centered. Jew ish 
law is far more concerned with rights of 
personality rather than with the rights of 
property, for exam ple, because Jew ish law 
sees m an as created in the divine im age.” 
In his course, Hackm an also shows the 
students how Jewish law has helped shape 
A m erican beliefs 
‘“The privilege against selfincrim ination, 
for instance, is an old Jewish idea But in 
Jew ish law it is even m ore invincible and 
inviolable ... it is not a privilege, it is an 
im possibility" 
H ackm an said that in m any cases there is 
real 
conflict 
between 
secular 
law 
and 
religious law but that "while the law of the 
state 
is 
binding, 
some people 
m ay 
be 
disadvantaged by it. 
“ We want law yers to be able to help 
people 
fulfill 
both 
their 
r e l i g i o u s 
requirem ents and their civil requirem ents,” 
he said.
